THE JESUITS IN OHINA. 

The Peking correspondent of N.-C. D. 
‘News, writitg on tho 22nd December, gives 
the following report: of ihe proceedings of 
the Poking Oriental Socioty, when the aub- 
joct of thework of Jesuits in Ohina was 
discussad >-—~ 


i Monday, the 20th, the 
December mucting of the Pe ing Oriental. 
Society was held in the Hbrary of the 
Netherlands Lega ion, wherd « tong, olxbo- 
rate and interesting paper on Mertin Mar- 
tini, the Josuit and Father of geoxraphical 
gofence in China, was road by Dr Shramier 
of the Gernian Legation. Tho subject em- 
braced a sketch of Lhe geogr 
known-to the west, before Martin’ 
tho travellers from Kuropy to China prior 
to the same period ; a warm defonce of the 
Jesuits in Chins and elsewhere and finally 
atolerably minuta account of China, em- 
bracing the Yangtsze, the Nwangpo, the 
Groat Wall, Peliing “Git lind dirty streoty in 
Martin#’s time also) and soveral of the cole- 
brated cities mentioned by Marco Polo, 
particularly Hangehow, ‘Tho papet eceupi- 
ed an hour dnd ten miuutes and was lis'en- 
ed to with markei attention. Theie Ex- 
callericies the Dutch, American, Belgian, 
French and Japan Ministers were present 
and a good representation of the motmbera 
of the Society. A ahort discussion ensued, 
Dra Martin and Dudgeon snd Messrs Den- 
by, Bullock-and Haneoek, with the Prasid- 
ent, taking partie it, Dr Martin touk- ex. 
ception to Martini's account of the Wall and 
his rather glowing account of the ‘ Paradiso 
af China’—Hangchow, He praised his 
History, however, of the Manchu Tuvasion 
under the title of ‘De Belle Tartarica’ 
which he had read thirty years ago in 
Latin, and remembered distinctly- to the 
present time instancing particulacly tha- 
denth of the last Ming dynasty Emperor, 
whom he praised for his noble conduct, 
jn. first stabbing his daughter and then 
himself counmitting suicide ratherthan fall 
into the hands of the rebels. ‘Lhis was 
in oppositon to the views of the reader of 
the paper, who considered hit offwninate. 
The warned doctor suid in reforcuce the 
actions of this monarch -that he lost his 
kingdom through no fault of his own. Mr 
Bullock challenged the statement made re- 
garding the Emperor and related the last 
days of his reign, showing that he would 
not flee when urged to do go in presenco of 
the rebels and that when he would, the city 
was surrounded.
